2, The case of the concerned workman Nankoo is that ho 
was appointed as casual labour in December 1980 and work¬ 
ed upto 31-5-82 with the opposite party Food Corporation 
of India and thereby he had completed more than 240 days 
in a year. His services were brought to an end after 31-5-82 
without payment of notice pay and retrenchment compensa¬ 
tion hence this retrenchment is bad being in breach of 
section 25F of I.D. Act. 

i 

3, The case of the management is that the concerned woik- 
man daring the last one calendar year from June 1981 to 
May 82 had completed 147 days only and had worked in 
broken period and as such his case is not covered by section 
25F I.D. Act. Apart from this the claim is much belated 
having been raised after the lapse of about 10 years. In the 
rejoinder nothing new has been said. 

4, In support of his case the concerned workman Nankoo 
M.W. 1 has stated that in one calendar year he had comple¬ 
ted for more than 240 days whereas Ansar Hussain M.W. 1 
has staled that he had worked only for 147 days. In his cross- 
examination he had conceded that Ihc payment was made to 
Ihc concerned workman through attendance register and his 
attendance was worked through attendance register. But 
copies of attendance register from June 1981 to May 1982 
and pay sheets have not been filed, It is not their case that 
these papers have been lost. Tn its absence the adverse infe¬ 
rence is to be drawn against the management. Hence 
drawing such inference I accept the evidence of concerned 
workman and hold that he had completed more than 240 days 
in a year preceding his retrenchment. As such provisions 
of section 25F of T,D. Act are attracted. 

~5. Since no retrenchment compensation and notice pay 
was given this retrenchment is bad, 

6. Retrenchment took place in May 1982 whereas this 
reference is claimed in May 1990. Thus there is lapse 
of about 8 or 9 years for which no explanation has been 
given. Tn the case of Balwant Singh Versus Presiding Offi¬ 
cer Labour Court Bhatinda Lab, IC 1096. page 45 it has 
been held that where there is unexplained delay of more than 
six years in seeking reference, the concerned workman would 
not be entitled for his reinstatement and back wages. Relying 
upon this authority, it is held that the concerned workman 
is not entitled for reinstatement and back wages. Instead in 
lieu of this he would be entitled for compensation of 
Rs. 10,000 from the management.

On 8-10-96 by Part-1 award I had given findings on Issue 
Nos. 1 to 6. By this award 1 will be answering the re¬ 
maining issues. But before that it is necessary to summarise 
the tacts of the ease. 


2. The wotker Mahadcorao Madavi was appointed as a 
ground loader from 18-5-81. It was a New Majri Colliery 
of W.C. Eld. oi Wani area. He was residing at Bhadravati 
which is about 20 Km. away. On 19-5-84 he fell sick, 
instead of taking treatment of Colliery doctor which is 
at the longer distance he started taking treatment at his 
place where he resided. He claimed to have sent the 
application to the manager informing his sickness and 
requested him to grant leave. Later on a charge-sheet 
was issued to him for habitual late attendance and absence 
without leave or without sufficient cause. The inquiry 
officer conducted the inquiry and found him guilty of the 
chaiges. I came to the conclusion that the inquiry which 
was started against him was as per the Principles of Natural 
Justice and the inquiry officer did not worked as the inquiry 
officer but as the managements representative.

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record to allow that the worker in writing made complaint 
to authorities for non receipt of the subsistence allowance. 
The judicial notice is to taken of the fact that in normal 
course subsistence allowance must have been paid to 
the worker. There is no specific reason why the manage¬ 
ment refused to pav it to him. There is no reason why 
the testimony of Mnhato has to be rejected. In his cross- 
examination certain difficulties are trjed to be brought on 
the record but they are relevant for coming to the conclu¬ 
sion that the subsistence allowance was not paid. 

6. Nothing is on the record to show that the action: which 
is taken by the management in dismissing the workman is 
shockingly disproportionate, to the charges proved. It is 
common knowledge that in the colliery to avoid the work 
the employees remained absent unauthoiisedly. It is 
therefore the serious view is taken in such matters to cope up 
with the production. I have come to the conclusion that 
the domestic inquiry which was held against the workman 
was as per the Principles of Natural Justice. It can be seen 
that the worker accepted the guilt. It can be further seen 
that the attendance registers were produced on the re¬ 
cord which clearly establishes his absence from duty. The 
burden was on the worker to show that he remained absent 
with justification. But he failed to do $o. I therefore find 
that the report which was submitted by the inquiry officer 
is well reasoned and there is no illegality. 

7. For the above stated reasons I record! my Bindings on 
the issues accordingly and pass the follcaying order : 

ORDER 

The dismissal of Shri Mahadcorao Madavi, U/GM 
Loader from 27-9-88 is legal argl justified. The 
subsistence allowance was paid to the worker from 
18-6-84 to 27-9-88.

The Government of India, Ministry of Labour by its Older 
No. L-36012J3/85-D,IV(A), dated 19-8-86, had referred to 
the following Industrial dispute for adjudication : 

‘ Whether the action of Shri Conceicao Pereira, Owner 
of Launch ‘Joseph Anselmo’ in terminating the 
service of Shri Ganesh Naik, Khalsee, with effect 
from 28-10-1984 is justified ? If not, to what 
relief the workman is entitled to 7” 

2. The workman Ganesh Naik filed 1 a statement at Exhibit-2. 
He contended that he was employed by Conceicao Pereira, 
owner of Launch ‘Joseph Anselmo’ on 10-10-82. The 
employer orally laminated his service from 20-10-84. 
EIc was paid Rs. 500 per month as salary. 

3. The workman pleaded that when his services were ter¬ 
minated he was not paid notice charges noj- compensation 
payable) under section 25 F of the Industrial Disputes Act 
of 1947. It is submitted that mandatory provisions coptem- 
plalcd under the Act at the time of retrenchment were not 
followed by the employer. Fie therefore claimed that his 
termination is illegal and void. He prayed for reinstatement 
in service with Tull back wages and continuity. 

4. The employer resisted the claim by the written state¬ 
ment Elxhibit-3, It is pleaded that the management did not 
terminate the services of the workman as alleged, but he 
abandoned the service on his own with effect from 29-10-84. 
It is because on the earlier date the workmap and one 
Fransico Fernandes were caught red handed when they 
hid 25 baskets of fish worth Rs. 5000 in the boat. Thereafter 
they never returned back. It js submitted that the address 
of the workmen was not known to the employer. But 
later on inquiry it was noticed that from the next date they 
are gainfully employed with other ship owners. It is 
submitted that as the workman himself abandoned the ser¬ 
vice there is no question of compliance of provisions of 
section 25 of the Industrial Disputes Act of 1947.

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REASONS ! 

6. It is not in dispute that Ganesh and one Fernandes 
were employed by Conceicao Pereira, They were employed 
at the ship which is used for passengers. But they were also 
used for the work of fishing; operations. Alongwith this 
reference the dispute which is raised by Fernandes is also 
pending before the Tribunal which is having No, 30 of 
1986. Both the parties informed the Tribunal that they do. 
not want to lead any oral evidence in the matter. It was 
on 18-5-8.9.
